Highway Safety Grant 
Given to Agawam 


The Governor’s Highway 
Safety Bureau (GHSB) will be 
helping to make Agawam’s 
streets safer this year. 

Agawam is one of 37 cities 
and towns in Massachusetts 
whose highway safety project 
proposals were approved for 
funding by the GHSB and 
Governor Edward King. The 
town will receive $6,000 to 
purchase a new motorcycle 
and radar. 

Statewide, the GHSB 
approved 46 projects, all 
specifically directed towards 
imporving highway safety. 


The grants totalled $108,262 
but the GHSB pointed out 
that this aid comes at no cost 
to the State treasury since the 
projects are 100% federally 
funded. 

To request the funds, 
Agawam and the other 
communities submitted a 
grant application to the 
GHSB. This request 
identified each community’s 
problem, supplied relevant 
supporting data, and included 
manpower and cost esti¬ 
mates. The GHSB conducted 
a complete staff review of 


each application, and those 
that were recommended by 
the bureau were submitted to 
Governor King for approval. 

Since January, the GHSB 
and Governor King have 
released $243, 166 for 
highway safety improvement 
projects throughout the 
Commonwealth. Maximum 
community assistance will 
continue to be provided in 
order to enable local cities and 
towns to effectively reduce 
fatalities, crippling injuries, 
and accidents on the 
Commonwealth’s streets and 
highways.

The presentation of 
diplomas was performed by 
Mrs. Roberta Doering, vice- 
chairman of the Agawam 
School Committee. with 
Principal David Theodoro- 
wic/ reading the graduates' 
names and Assistant 
Principals David Bates and 
John Morrissey helping out. 

. Members of the School 
Committee also took part in 
the ceremony, congratulating 
_each graduate as he received 
his diploma. 

The presentation of 
diplomas had an international 
aspect this year as the three 
foreign exchange students 
who have spent the past year 
studying at Agawam High 
under the auspices of the 
American Field Service also 
received their diplomas. As 
each came forward to be 
recognized, standing ovations 
from their classmates greeted 
all three students - Agncta 
Hcdenblad from Sweden. 
Christoph Rubeli from 
Switzerland, and Wady Vado 
from Costa Rica. 

Benediction was said by 
Father Karl Huller. and once 
again the combined bands 
accompanied the graduates as 
they filed out in procession.

Council Gives Further Funding 
To Youth Center and Parks Dept.

Intense and heavy lobbying 
from proponents of the 
Agawam Youth Center has 
spurred the Town Council to 
provide full funding for both 
the Youth Center and for 
programs cut from the Parks 
and Recreation Department 
budget. 

Budget Hearing 

By a 12-2 vote, the council 
allocated $20, 687 to the 
Youth Center for fiscal 1980 
and $10,000 to the Parks 
Department budget at last 
Thursday’s budget hearing. 
The increase in the Youth 
Centet’s budget, which was 
originally slated for $14,000 
by Town Manager Peter 
Caputo, came to $6,687. 

Caputo, who has come 
under a heavy barrage of 
entiesm from Youth Center 
officials Richard Merchant, 
Pat Affleck, and George 
Schaler in recent months for 
the nixing of the center’s 
municipal budget, reconsi¬ 
dered his austerity stance and 
recommended to the Council 
that the full allocation be 
granted to the Feeding Hills- 
based operation. . . • 

Caputo had originally 

removed the Youth Center 


from the town payroll 
completely, but then decided 
to recommend $14,000 to the 
center. But according to 
center officials, the full 
$20,000 figure was needed to 
secure some $23,000 in 
matching federal funds. 

Deleted Programs 
While the Youth Center 
was lobbying for their money 
in recent weeks, Agawam 
Athletic Association Presi¬ 
dent Gerald Mason told both 
Caputo and the council that 
the association would not 
pick up any of the deleted 
Parks Department programs 
if the Youth Center received 
funding while the recreation 
budget was cut. 


“We have nothing against 
the Youth Center or what they 
are trying to do,” Mason said 
in an interview with the 
Advertiser/News one month 
ago. “But," he continued, 
“our organization provides as 
many youth services as any 
organizationin Agawam and 
any athletic organization in 
the Western Mass. area. We 
do not feel it’s fair to have the 
parks budget cut while other 
money is made available to 
other programs.” 

In taking Caputo's lead, the 
Council re-inserted the money 
needed to fund the cut Parks 
and Recreation programs, 
which included football, 
soccer, swimming, baton, and

said Fieldstad, “let's save some money by disengaging lights 
for softball and tennis facilities in the community.” Landers 
followed the lead and presto, a recreational blackout. 

Spanking 

But our purpose is not to turn over just Fieldstad for a 
spanking, but his eight colleagues who entertained similar 
contentions as well. In all fairness to the long-time councilor, 
he was coming from a moral viewpoint by trying to save the 
taxpayers some of their hard-earned bucks. And in this day 
and age, that is very noble. 

After checking into the matter, however, it is quickly 
realized that the Council is not saving the community one 
single tax dollar by shutting off the lights. 

According to Jack Kunasek, Director of the Parks 
Department, Town Hall pays Western Mass. Electric 
Company a flat rental fee of S7,500 per year for all 
recreational lights and electricity. Whether the switch is on 
or off during the summer months, the community will still 
pay that bill. A quick check with an electric company 
spokesman verified Kunasek's disclosure. 

Free Repair Bill 

Furthermore, any damage to any of the lights are repaired 
free of charge by our neighborhood utility firm. When the 
lights at all the facilities were originally emoted, however, the 
community had to participate for construction costs. And 
now we wish to start a power failure? Doesn’t seem very 
economical not to get the total use out of the facilities. 

And now we come to the recreational implications. 

Borgatti Park is the summer cornerstone of after-dark 
sports activity in the community. The Parks and Rec 
sponsored men’s softball leagues, filled with registered 
voters and taxpayers, utilize the town’s lone public-lit 
softball diamond at a feverish pace throughout the months 
of June, July, and August. According to Kunasek, who 
schedules all these games, the loss of night-time softball at 
Borgatti Park will put a crunch on many available playing 
fields around town. 

Schedule To June 30 

“1 anticipated something like this happening so I 
scheduled softball games only up to June 30. After that, we’ll 
have men’s softball games playing right on top of little league 
baseball,” Kunasek sighed. And besides softball, the Parks 
Department summer basketball program, a creation'of 
Athletic Director Cliff Kibbe to nuture high school talent, 
will be forced indoors, where extra janitors and extra 
electricity will be used. Furthermore, the number of kids and 
adults who have enjoyed the countless twilight hours of 
roundball at Borgatti over the years cannot be discounted. 
And what about all the spectators who clamor to the park to 
see their heroes in action? 

With the blackout, a rest-in-peace plaque can be placed 
over viable public tennis in Agawam. Anyone familiar with 
the court conditions at the high school. Shea s Field, and 
Phelps playground will readily cringe in terror over the 
points lost due to cracks, crevices, colonies of ant hills and 
nets resembling something that had just been through a 
hurricane. But at least we possessed the lights till 10 p.m. 
This will all change as of July I. 

The totality of the situation, therefore, calls for the 
immediate rescinding of the May 31st vote. Councilor John 
McNamara predicted increased vandalism and drinking due 
to the blackout. Maybe so, maybe so. Council President 
Richard Theroux flatly stated, “We blew it, and 1 can see the

Blackout in Agawam? Boondoggles Delight 

While the Agawam Town Council were whisking through 
their monetary paces at last Thursday evening’s budget 
hearing, perhaps the most monumental boondoggle 
commited in the council chambers in recent memory 
occurred. By a 9-5 ballot, the community’s elected officials 
have pulled the plug on all night lighting at the Shea’s Field 
and Phelps School tennis courts and the lamps illuminating 
the Borgatti Park basketball court and fenced-in softball 
diamond. 

Rediculous To Amusing 

The ramifications for summer recreation in Agaw-am 
because of that move by the Council ranges rom the 
rediculous to the amusing. 

The motion, sponsored by veteran councilor Paul 
Fieldstad and verbally supported by council Floyd Landers, 
followed the Council’s granting of some S20.000 to the 
controversial Agawam Youth Center and 510,000 to the 
Parks and Recreation Department’s budget. 

Town Manager Peter Caputo had originally axed the 
530,000 needed for the two programs. But strong lobbying 
efforts by Youth Center officials and even stronger 
statements from the Agawam Athletic Association that they 
would refuse to fund the cut municipal youth programs if the 
Youth Center received funding and the Parks Department 
didn't led the Council to earmark the appropriate money for 
the two respective programs. Fine: My bone is not with that 
move. 

Austerity Cap 

But Fieldstad, putting on a fiscal austerity cap for the 
moment, then decided that to compensate for the Council’s 
goou mood towards human .services, something had to be 
found that could be deleted from the town treasury. “Aha," 


Three Mile Island: A wakening, Not a Waterloo 

To many liberals, radicals, environmentalists and just 
plain rabble rousers, the incident at Three Mile Island 
Nuclear Power Plant signals the beginning of the end for 
nuclear energy: They label the near-accident as the industry’s 
Waterloo of sorts.

To individuals such as “Moonbeam” Jerry Brown and 
Jane Fonda, it gives them a platform to take pot shots at 
anyone who carries a nuclear six gun in their holster. Ms. 
Fonda can plug her movie (China Syndrome) while Brown 
can ride his anti-nuclear sentiments right into the oval office 
(or so he thinks). 

To the American people, Three Mile Island spells facts 
and figures, accusations and counter-accusations, political 
rhetoric and, in more than one case, a pulsating flow of 
anxiety and frustration from all concerned parties. 

Who are we to believe, the anti-nukers or the proponents 
of nuclear energy?

plants and generally accepted that nuclear power were our 
most resourceful energy alternative. 

The Three Mile Island accident,^therefore, ha.-, finally 
opened the nation’s closed eyes to the potential hazards of , 
blatant, irresponsible management of nuclear energy and 
also to the practicality of alternative energy supplies. 
Congress, fueled by the Three Mile Island scare and by 
increased citizen activism against nuclear power, is calling 
for a stricter monitoring $( nuclear sites. Carter has put 
Energy Czar James Schlesinger on notice that his 
department had better re-exam the nuclear energy situation 
before the anti-nuke lobby chucks a spear into his dubious 
re-election campaign. 

Schlesinger’s Resignation 

Anti-nuke movements are demanding the immediate 
resignation of the energy chief, and rightfully so. Schlesinger 
is perhaps the strongest and most vocal of the nuclear power 
proponents and, without a doubt, has been involved in some 
high-rolling bureaucratic politicking to protect those in the 
nuclear industry who have flagrantly violated public safety 
codes. 

But the anti-nuke demands that every single power plant 
in the country be immediately shutdown are reactionary and 
irresponsible. In a recent 'meeting with Carter, himself a 
seller of nuclear energy, at the White House, the anti-nuke 
leaders voiced their edicts. Carter refused to fire Schlesinger 
and refused to close all existing plants. 

The anti-nuke lobby contentions that the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission and the Energy Department have 
failed miserably in citing construction and operation 
violations at theThree Mile Island plant are quite correct. In 
fact, the livlier the probe into the incident becomes, the more 
feathers the anti-nukers can place into their head-dress. 

Shut Down Indefinitely 

And, as the insurgent group points out. such conditions 
exist at all other such nuclear plants, and they, too. must all 
be shut down indefinitely or forever. They are also calling for 
a full-scale congressional investigation of the -nuclear 
industry to filter out the villains for Justice Department 
prosecution in unabridged manner (which is why 
Schlesinger must be stripped of his position). 

But, contrary to some of the anti-nuke propoganda being 
spread about the land, plants that have been proven unsafe 
are being closed. The six on the East Coast temporarily 
terminated for violating earthquake standards is a clear 
indication of this. 

Quite justifiably, nuclear plants found in accord with 
double checks for safety arc still in operation. 

Despite the argument that the potential for the now- 
infamous “meltdown” actually exisy> 1 it all of these facilities, 
the outstanding record of nuclear power's long history 
remains intact. No such meltdown catastrophe has ever 
happened, and the possibility of it ever happening remains 
next to none. Cries of sabotage and other such cloak-and- 
dagger events that would cause a radiational wipeout is best 
left for entertaining TV productions or Irwin Alien-style 
disaster films. 

Swift Kick 

On the other hand, the nuclear power lobby, like most 
other captains of industry, needs a good swift kick in the 
backside for Three Mile Island and for other potential 
problem-child reactors. Their responsibility to the public 
trust and safety is a monumental one, and in cases o: neglect 
and deceit, the President and the Congress must react in a 
severe and unforgiving manner. Besides, a laissez-faire 
attitude becomes non-existent when dealing with such an 
amount of power anyway. Three Mile Island serves as a 
major focal point of that fact. 

Since nuclear power supplies this country with' a 
substantial amount of readily available energy, its 
immediate importance, in respect to the total energy 
outlook, becomes vital. Why just in Chicago, alone. 50'< of 
the electricity is generated by this source. 

The implications of arbitrarily pulling the plug on all 
nuclear power plants simply because Three Mile island scare 
and some clairvoyant-scare tacticians would not only have 
sev ere ramifications on the country's energy outlook, but on 
the entire economy as well. 

Top Priority 

I hus, the search and support for long range energy 
alternatives becomes a top priority for the government and 
energy industry. Unfortunately, countless billions are 
caught up in nuclear power right now and a wholesale 
change in policies still remains somewhat in question for the 
immediate future. 

One thing the government can do to hurry the 
development of alternativ e energy supplies is to negate am 
new construction of nuclear plants and through a gradual 
program, replace the dependence on nuclear power to solar 
power and coal conversion - both in vast supply. 

But. at this time, the political and economic climule is 
conducive to nuclear power That's the simple realitv. 

The key to n iclear safety and its successful operatm 
therefore, rests in strict governmental monitoring’-md 
lx.tchi.tg of the violators responsible for I : \ i _• !>!.;,k:

QUALITY PREOWNED CARS

The Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife is 
still pursuing the $3 increase 
in fees. It is time that the hard 
heads in the department 
admit that the year round 
fishing has been a detriment 
to the Fish and Wildlife 
monetary system, and the 
predictable recovery from the 
27,255 license sales lost is not 
materializing. How the 
powers that be could envision 
a recovery in sales lost is a 
mystery to me: Quoting from 
their own report and using 
their own figures makes it 
more questionable. I can’t for 
the life of me understand the 
big push for the year round 
fishing. I think that it was a 
whim of a person in a position 
at the Fish and Wildlife, and 
his superiors went along with 
him. Now they do not have 
the fortitude to correct the 
situation. 

The following is from Jack 
Clancy’s report on why the 
division needs more money. It 
points out what I have said in 
the previous paragraph. 

“The critical year for the 
MDFW was the 1972-1973 
season when the license fee 
increase of three dollars 
resulted in a revenue increase 
of S736.000 even though we 
suffered a drop of over 30.000 
license applications! Al¬ 
though license revenue 
continued to increase for the 
next five years the Division 
never fully recovered from the 
loss in applicants. Since 1977, 
the Division has suffered a 
constant decline in licenses, 
hitting a new low in 1978 of 
235,227 - over 100,000 license 
holders lost since 1972!” 

The Division knew of this 
serious problem when they 
petitioned for a year round 
fishing season - knew that 
they did not recover the sales 
lost when the license fees were 
increased - yet they stomped 
the state proposing a year 


round fishing season with a 
projected license sale loss and 
blatatantly predicted that the 
sales would be recovered in 
a few years. Knowing that this 
wuld not likely take place did 
not deter them at all. 

The arguments that 
opening day was a carnival 
affair and fishing was 
characterized as “shooting 
fish in a barrel” and 
eliminating the fish tank 
follower was one of the better 
fringe benefits of the year 
round fishing. Well, from 
personal observation, it has 
not eliminated the truck 
follower, and what is harmful 
in the angler being excited 
over opening day? I know one 
thing - opening day fever 
resulted in license sales. 
Fathers took their daughters 
and sons fishing because they 
were committed well in 
advance of the opening. The 
fever wore off two weeks after 
the season opened; the 
opening day fathers were 
playing golf, in-season 
stocking was taking place, 
and the ardent fisherman was 
enjoying himself. 

Let’s face it : the Division 
jeopardized their monetary 
stability for a fishing 
“philosophy.” How about 
some level heads in the 
department setting the 
situation straight and go back 
to opening day status again. I 
don’t predict this will solve all 
their money problems, but it 
will recover 27,255 applicants. 
The proposed license increase 
(if predictions are true) will 
lose an additional 30,000 
applicants. The elimination of 
the year round fishing will 
offset this loss.
